Please find enclosed the conviction notice and court documents 
relating to Drake Harkness, former Scoutmaster of Troop 31 of 
the Mount Baker Area Council. His last membership number was 
002715, which expired on January 31, 1987. He is not currently 
registered. 

I would like to have Mr. Harkness placed in the confidential file 
and not be allowed back into the "Boy Scouts of America. I talked 
to Mr. Park in the legal counsel office, and he said to get this 
request to you. 

On Monday, March 9, I gave the information to my Scout Executive, 
Tom Halazon, to notify him of the conviction so that he could send this ' 
request to you. When I handed it to him (the newspaper article), he 
crumpled it up, said he saw it already, and then said "Why don't you 
just put it up on a billboard for everyone to see. " Since that time' 
nothing has been done regarding Mr. Harkness. He was involved with 
the pre-camp inspection, he even signed it. Several board members, 
our camp ranger and other volunteers believe that there is no 
reason that Mr. Harkness be allowed to be in Scouting, as long as 
we keep him away from the boys, because he has done so much for 
camp and is a nice guy. 

I am not of this opinion, and cannot believe a council executive and 
camp ranger would allow him to still be involved because he has had 
counseling and served his sentence. Please let me know if I can send 
a letter to Mr. Harkness regarding the Boy Scouts of America's 
position regarding his status as far as being registered, involvement 
on council properties or in being at scouting functions.
